MBTA: Commuter Rail 


Expansion Years Away 


By Frank Messina 


As motorists began dealing with 
the first major lane closure of Bos- 
ton’s massive highway renovation 
project yesterday, local commuters 
learned that help from one impor- 
tant source is still several years 
away. 

The Merrimack Valley/Boston 
commuter rail, a crucial component 
in plans to relieve traffic congestion 
from the Northwest, will not be ex- 
panded, “realistically, for another 
three to four years,’’ said James 
Eng, Massachusetts Bay Transit Au- 
thority project manager. 

A single track between Reading 
and Haverhill now serves the area, 
limiting the number of trains into 
Boston. 

The MBTA plans to lay a second 
rail as part of an overall alternative 
transportation strategy aimed at 
easing the massive congestion antic- 
ipated as work begins on the state’s 
multi-billion dollar plan to recons- 
truct Boston’s badly outdated high- 
ways. 

Yesterday at noon, drivers got 
their first taste of life in the slow 
lane. For the next four years, the 
Interstate 93 and Route 1 inter- 
change will be reduced to one lane. 
Huge tie-ups clogging the northern 
arteries are predicted until commut- 
ers learn to deal with the lane clo- 
sure by taking different routes or

changing their departure time, say 
traffic experts. 

State officials suggest south-bound 
I-93 motorists primarily take the 
O’Brien Highway into Boston off 
Exit 28. They also strongly urge 
commuters to use alternate means 
of transportation and have set aside 
millions of dollars to improve bus, 
train and carpool programs. 

But many state legislators and 
their constituents charge that state 
agencies have reacted too slowly. 

Eng, who spoke to a Greater Law- 
rence Chamber of Commerce gath- 
ering last week, admitted that the 
MBTA is being pressured to improve 
commuter services quickly. 

MBTA critics, “‘want everything 
done yesterday,”’ said Eng. ‘‘They 
don’t understand the time needed for 
planning.”’ 

Andover State Representative Su- 
san Tucker simply looks at the four 
year I-93/Route 1 lane closure, com- 
pares it to estimates for completion 
of the second track—three to four 
years—and shakes her head. 

“This (the rail project) should’ve 
been started much sooner,’’ she said 
after attending the chamber meet- 
ing.

Tucker Has Radon Information 


Rep. Susan Tucker said her office 
has a list of firms that have radon 
testing devices. Anyone can get a 
copy of the list by contacting Tuck- 
er’s office at 473-G, State House, 
Boston, Mass., 02133. Tucker says 
she is offering the information be- 
cause many people have been un- 
able to get through to the 
Department of Public Health, which 
has been swamped with calls. 

“Based on the EPA and Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public 
Health results of a random sampling 
of the entire state, I would urge 
homeowners to have their base- 
ments and their first-floor living 
area tested,’ Tucker said. Those in 
a basement or first-floor apartment 
should also test for radon, which has 
been linked to lung cancer. 

One-fourth of the 1,659 samples 
taken in February and March ex- 
ceeded 4 picocuries, the level of ra- 
don at which the Environmental 
Protection Agency recommends cor- 
rective action. One percent of these 
samples have levels of radon that 
are higher than 20 picocuries, a level 


where immediate action is recom- 
mended. If results are found at this 
level, notify the DPH, which will 
send an engineer to your house to 
help isolate the source of radon and 
recommend corrective action. 

“Because we are entering the 
heating season when radon testing is 
recommended, I would strongly 
urge people to secure a test kit, 
which should cost around $15, which 
includes the cost of analyzing the re- 
sults,’ Tucker said. 

When radon gas decays into ra- 
dioactive particles, it increases the 
risk of lung cancer if inhaled. Radon 
is invisible, odorless and produced 
naturally by the decay of rock and 
soil. It cannot be detected by any 
means other than testing. 


At 4 picocuries, the risk of lung 
cancer is five times greater than 
that of a non-smoker; at 20 picocu- 
ries, the risk is comparable to that of 
a two-pack-a-day smoker; and at 40 
picocuries, the risk is equivalent to 
getting 20,000 chest X-rays a year, 
according to Tucker’s press aide.

If leaves are beginning to fall at your house, we 
urge you to find a spot to pile them and to begin mak- 
ing your own compost.

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Gravestone Inventory Underway 


By Barbara Thibault 


The Andover Historical Society, in col- 
laboration with the town’s historical com- 
mission, forestry department and Spring 
Grove Cemetery trustees, along with 
Phillips Academy, South, Christ, St. Au- 
gustine’s and West Parish churches, has 
begun an inventory of the historic grave- 
stones, structures and markers in And- 
over’s cemeteries. 


The town’s cemeteries are important 
religious and cultural resources for the 
community and the goal of this project is 
to interest a broad representation of citi- 
zen in participating in their documenta- 
tion and preservation. Volunteers are 
needed to record the information on the 
stones, including location, name, birth 
and death dates, inscription and art work 
as well as a general condition analysis 
and a photograph. Presevation commit- 
tee members Norma Gammon, Joan Pa- 
trakis, Jim Batchelder and Karen 
Herman will provide inventory packets 
and training. 


For example, the slate stone in the pho- 
tograph reads “In memory of Miss Molly 
Holt, daughter of Mr. Zele and Mrs. Pris: 
cillah Holt, who died February 18th, 1790 
in the 27 year of her age. Why do we 
mourn departing friends? Or shake at 
deaths alarms? ‘Tis but the voice which 
Jesus sends To call them to his arms.’ 
This inscription is framed by a simple 
panelled border. The top of the stone with 
rounded shoulders features a typical pu- 
ritan figure of a winged-face or angel. 
However, time has not treated this 
gravemarker so well for the carving is 
worn, the slate has deteriorated and the 
marker has sunk and cracked. The metal 
poles placed by the gravestone to help 
support it have instead added discolora- 
tion to the slate and made it possible for a 
veteran’s flag to be inappropriately 
placed there. 

Much work is to be done in all the ceme- 
teries in order to document and preserve 
them. Contact the Andover Historical So- 
ciety to learn how to participate.

year of the Congress-Bundestag Youth 
Exchange Program which allows Ameri- 
can students to spend a year studying in 
West Germany. 

The program, which is funded by the 
U.S. Congress and West German Bundes- 
tag, has awarded scholarships to more 
than 3,000 students.

‘Adopt’ River, Start Cleanup 


First Session Nets Telephone, Part Of Old Bridge 


Water isn’t the only thing in the 
Shawsheen River. 

You’d be surprised by some of the stuff 
that lies under its surface, according to 
the Friends of the Shawsheen, who 
formed to make the river a more 
beautiful place. Some of the debris they 
pulled from the water during their first 
cleanup were ice cream carts, a radiator, 
a telephone and a part of an old bridge. 

“We even found a computer modem. 
Someone must have thrown it out of a 
fourth-floor window,”’ said Roy Umanzio, 
Sr., the group’s ‘“rivermaster,’’ the 
person who coordinates activities.

the Andover Conservation Commission 
and town planner Laura Hill are also 
lending a hand. 

The Shawsheen, which starts in 
Bedford and pours into the Merrimack 
River in Lawrence, is the focus of the 
Andover brigade of the Friends of the 
Shawsheen. They are trying to coordinate 
their efforts with similar groups in the 
other five towns the river runs through. 

The three tons of junk they brought out 
of the water was just the beginning, says 
Umanzio, adding the group is planning 
another cleanup session this month. 

“We have to clean it up before we can 
start beautifying it,” he said. The group 
also trimmed trees that grow along the 
river’s banks.

“The Department of Public Health will 
be using AIDS Awareness Month to build 
on the partnership we have developed 
with communities across the state to im- 
prove services for people living with 
AIDS, to intensify our education and pre- 
vention efforts for groups at risk and to 
expand our efforts, especially among ado- 
lescents and minorities,’ said Public 
Health Commissioner Dr. Deborah Proth- 
row-Stith.

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Tovish Exhibit To Open 


A 40-year retrospective exhibit of draw- 
ings, prints and sculpture by Harold Tov- 
ish will open Friday, Oct. 21, at the 
Addison Gallery of American Art on the 
Phillips Academy campus. The exhibition 
will open with a reception for Tovish in 
the gallery from 7 p.m. to 9 p.m. The exhi- 
bition and reception are open to the public 
free of charge. 

The exhibit constitutes the first com- 
prehensive survey of the artist’s work to 
be gathered since 1968. It provides an op- 
portunity to see examples of work drawn 
from all phases of his 40-year career. An 
artist closely identified with Boston, Tov- 
ish has exhibited extensively in New York 
and Europe. 

A relationship between the artist and 
the Addison Gallery was established in 
the late 50s when then-director, Bartlett 
Hayes, invited Tovis and his wife, Mari- 
anna Pineda, to teach at Phillips Acade- 
my. Although the couple did not come to 
Andover, their work, on several occa- 
sions, did and both are represented in the 
collection of the museum. 

Considered a figurative artist, Tovish 
has increasingly sought an integration of 
figuration with various semi-abstract en- _ 
vironmental surroundings in order to 
symbolically represent the existential 
drama and dilemma of modern life. As 
described by Addison Gallery, he is never 
limited to a signature style and his inves- 
tigations of different issues and concerns 
require a variety of formal resolutions. 

A video disc on the working methodolo- 
gy of Tovish has been produced by James 

eldon, curator of photograpy, for the 

exhibit. Controlled and accessed by a 

computer operated by visitors, the disc 

includes segments of the artist discussing . 
his work making casts and modelling and 

a comprehensive visual catalogue of his 

work, both included and not included in 

the exhibit. 


A New York City native, Tovish at- 
tended the W.P.A. School 1938-’40 and Co- 
lumbia University 1940-'43. After two 
years as an assistant professor at New 
York State College of Ceramics, he at- 
tended the Ossip Zadkine School of Scul 
ture and the Academie de la Grande 
Chaumiere, both in Paris. Tovish taught 
sculpture and drawing at the University 
of Minnesota and the School of the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, Boston. From 1971 to 
1983 he was a professor of art at Boston 
University where he is now a professor 
emeritus. 

Tovish is the recipient of many awards, 
including a grant from the American In- 
stitute of Arts and Letters, a residency in 
sculpture from the American Academy in 
Rome and a fellowship from the John Si- 
mon Guggenheim Foundation. A first- 
prize winner in sculpture and drawing at 
the Boston Arts Festival, he also recsived 
the Boston Selection and Margaret Brown 
awards from the Institute of Contempo- 
rary Art, Boston. 


Tovish’s drawings, prints and sculpture 
have been exhibited nationally and inter- 
nationally since the 1950s. They have been 
featured in one-man exhibitions at the Ho- 
nolulu Academy of Arts; Boston Universi- 
ty Gallery; Terry Dintenfass Gallery, 
New York; Alpha Gallery, Boston; Wat- 
son Gallery, Wheaton College, Norton; 
and the Wiggin Gallery of the Boston Pub- 
lic Library. His works have been included 
in selected group exhibitions at the Walk- 
er Art Center, Minneapolis; San Francis- 
co Museum of Art; Whitney Museum of 
American Art, New York; Palais de Beax 
Arts, Belgium; Institute of Contemporary 
Art, Boston; the University of Michigan 
Art Museum, Ann Arbor; National Mu- 
seum of American Art, Smithsonian Insti- 
tution; the Art Institute of Chicago; 
Solomon R. Guggenheim Museum, New

Design work actually began over the last year. Cur- 
rently, the MBTA anticipates running the second rail 
into Lawrence and building a new station in one of 
three potential sites. One under consideration would 
be located in the Shawsheen area of Andover near 
existing railway tracks and right-of-way. 

If everything ran smoothly, said Eng, the project 
could be completed within two years. But, down the 
road the MBTA sees complications. 

A second track means re-designing the railpath and 
creating new signal equipment, a complicated process 
said Eng. The MBTA must also acquire about one-half 
mile of land from private parties. 

Eng did have some good news for rail commuters. 
Sometime within the next year, the MBTA will acquire 
56 new train cars for the Boston-Merrimack Valley 
run. Although no extra runs are planned, the new cars 
will create longer trains, which mean larger capacity 
on crowded morning commutes. 

Besides train service, the state is also pumping mon- 
ey into car and vanpools, a project Tucker says needs 
to be expanded in the area.

Although McNeil refused to speak with 
police, Andover Sgt. Arthur Ricci said 
some of the others confessed. 

“We are not treating this lightly,’’ said 
Ricci. ‘“‘These kids will be in court. The 
rocks were extremely large. If somebody 
had been on the other side of one of those 
windows, they could’ve been badly hurt.” 

In addition to smashing windows of 
least three homes on Acropolis Circle, 
Ricci said one rock was thrown through a 
front screen, denting the docr. The six are 
also charged with damaging a mailbox 
and shattering a lamp post on Nicoll 
Drive. 

However, the students denied taking 
part in a similiar string of vandalism Oct. 
1-2, said Ricci. That weekend, 19 incidents 
were reported of damage ranging from 
broken windows to tire slashings. 

Ricci warned the arrests don’t mean 
that residents can breathe easier. Later 
Sunday morning, after the students were 
detained, several mailbox smashings 
were reported on Pheasant Run. 

“We still need help,’’ he said. ‘“‘People 
still need to be alert and to call (police) 
immediately when they hear or see some- 
thing.”

Late 


Per usual state agencies are well be- 
hind schedule in planning to relieve tra- 
fic congestion in the Boston area as 
well as access to the state’s major city. 
This past week, the Chamber of Com- 
merce invited transportation officials 
to attend a workshop devoted to finding 
some sort of relief for local commuters 
who must make their way to and from 
Boston daily for their work. 

What was ultimately found was that 
there are plans for improved train serv- 
ice, but such transit availability is a 
few years away. 

In the planning stage is the placing of 
another set of tracks along the Boston 
to Haverhill run which would permit 
additional service. 

... But this is only in the planning stage 
at this point with land acquisition re- 
quired in some cases and, at best, some 
considerable construction work. 


Also in the plans is the possibility of 
new depots, one of which could wind up 
in the Shawsheen area. 

Meanwhile, as of this week, construc- 
tion work began on the central artery 
as well as Routes I-93 and Route 1 inter- 
change. The construction work is ex- 
pected to make a nightmare out of 
attempting to get in and out of Boston 
at peak commuter hours. 

The road construction work is nothing

new. It has been in the planning stages 
for a number of years, but even So, 
transportation officials at the state lev- 
el let commuter service to this area de- 
teriorate. 

There will be new, larger cars placed 
on the rail lines some time within the 
next year but it still will not be the ulti- 
mate answer. 

Car and van pool area for commuters 
have not been developed to their full 
potential. 

Boston bus service in its current state 
is somewhat precarious. 

All of which leaves a lot of people 
wondering how best to get to work daily 
without a lot of hassle. 

Andover probably supplies the great- 
est amount of commuters to Boston ei- 
ther by bus or train. 

There is a definite need for im- 
provement in service to this area. It 
would be almost hopeless to suggest au- 
tomobile use as an alternative with the 
Boston traffic situation bound to get 
worse as road construction progresses. 

Thus, it becomes necessary for state 
transit officials to accelerate the plan- 
ning process and respond to a serious 
need for accommodating people in this 
area who must get to Boston every day. 

It is already too late, but some reme- 
dial action can relieve some of the 
problems.

el,” he said. And Bryant is the liaison be- 
tween town employees and the governing 
council of Auckland. 

While noting that both countries ba- 
sically have the same areas of concern, 
Bryant did point out some major differ- 
ences between Andover and Onehunga. 

Local governments are not involved 
with public education and police forces. 
“They’re run as a completely separate 
function by the central government,” 
Bryant said. 

Locally run schools would lead to more 
community involvement, Bryant said. 
And he says New Zealand may adopt this 
type of local system in the future. 

But he recognizes the difficulty. ‘‘Per- 
haps we’re not large enough as a country 
to have separate, local schooling,” Bry- 
ant said. (The population of New Zealand 
is 3.3 million, compared to Massachu- 
setts’ population of 5.7 million. ) 

The election and decision-making proc- 
ess are also different in his native coun- 
try. 

The mayor and city council of Auckland 
are elected every three years. ‘‘The peo- 
ple are elected to govern for those three 
years...if they make bad decisions or the 
people don’t like them, they vote them 
out,” Bryant said. 

But, there aren’t town meetings or com- 
munity decision making processes like in 
Andover. ‘Control is retained by the 
elected officials, not by the local commu- 
nity,” Bryant said. “I like the way you 
can involve the local people here,” he 
added. 

Town clerks in New Zealand are ap- 
pointed for an indefinite period, whereas, 
in Andover, the appointment is reviewed 
every five years. 

Another difference is communication 
between the various levels of govern- 
ment. 

The local and state governments in 
Massachusetts communicate more than 
the local and central governments in New 
Zealand. 
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This became evident to Bryant after he 
attended a meeting of the Local Govern- 
ment Advisory Council, hosted by Lt. 
Gov. Evelyn Murphy, on Tuesday. ‘‘That 
was a very new experience for me be- 
cause we don’t have that much local in- 
put,” he said. 

A reorganization of the local govern- 
ment in New Zealand was announced the 
day Bryant came to the United States. 
Auckland and its surrounding seven bo- 
roughs, which includes Onehunga, will be 
merged to form one larger local govern- 
ment unit, Bryant said. “This new gov- 
ernment may give us more of a collective 
voice with the central government,” he 
said. 

But, he said, the new structure “may 
remove us (local government) from the 
common people.” This may be a downfall 
for Bryant, who says he likes being acces- 
sible to the people in his borough. 

The experience in Andover has been 
worthwhile, said Bryant, who noted that 
he was particularly interested in the rec- 
reational facilities at the Andover 
schools. 

Bryant and his wife have had the oppor- 
tunity to see much of the east coast and 
Canada. “The buildings are beauti- 
ful...there’s a lot of history compared to 
MA Zealand, which is fairly new,” he 
said. 

Bryant’s Andover visit ends tomorrow. 
From here, he and his wife will make 
their way down to Charlotte, N.C. for the 
ICMA Annual Conference, Oct. 22. — 
where he will again meet up with Maho- 


ny. 

But even that won’t be the last they see 
of each other. The final exchange will 
take place next June when Mahony and 
his wife, Gratia, visit New Zealand.

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Warrior Teams Enjoy Another Successful Week | 


Andover High’s fall athletic teams en- 
joyed another successful week, high- 
lighted by a first-ever victory over 
perennial power Billerica in volleyball, 
three more wins by the superb girls’ soc- 
cer crew, and the first triumph of the sea- 
son for the boys’ cross country team. 

The breakdown included a two-match 
split for the volleyball squad, which 
opened with a 2-0 loss to twin power 
Chelmsford prior to the 2-1 upset over Bil- 
lerica. 

The seemingly-invincible girls’ soccer 
team rolled to its eighth, ninth and 10th 
victories without a loss, three more shut- 
out triumphs at the expense of Chelms- 
ford (3-0), Tewksbury (7-0) and Billerica 
(3-0). 

The AHS girls, off to the fastest start in 
their history, are also owners of a 20- 
game carryover undefeated streak (18-0- 
9 


The boys’ soccer team, bidding for an 
unprecedented sixth Merrimack Valley 
Conference championship in seven years, 
had shutout romps over Wilmington (5- 
0),Haverhill (8-0) and non-league foe 
North Andover (3-0) after a 4-3 loss to 
Small School toughie Tewksbury. 

The field hockey team continued to 
struggle offensively, being shut out twice 
in losses to Haverhill and Chelmsford. 

In cross country, the AHS boys nipped 
Tewksbury 27-28 while the girls dropped a 
lopsided 15-48 verdict to the undefeated 
Tewksbury (5-0-0) crew. 


Volleyball 

The volleyball team, improving to 6-4 
overall en route to perhaps its best season 
ever under first-year head coach George 
Sullivan, completed the first half with 
back-to-back matches against traditional 
tournament qualifiers and many-time 
conference champions Chelmsford and 
Billerica.

Both teams had just one loss when they 
squared off against the Golden Warriors. 

Chelmsford dealt AHS its first 2-0 loss, 
the former three-time state champions 
sweeping the gritty Warriors by 15-11 and 
15-12 scores. 

‘We played well but Chelmsford is very 
good,” said Sullivan. “Those girls could 
sky (jump). Losing 2-0 was hard to take, 
but I can’t complain because our girls 
gave a great effort. 

“T know the talent is there. It’s just a 
question of building the confidence and 
drawing that talent out,” added Sullivan. 

The coach cited to play of senior Julie 
Salazar at net, senior Cara Workman who 
had numerous digs and was diving all 
over the floor to keep the ball alive, and 
Laura Hebeisen who contributed a solid 
defensive performance. 

The day after the loss to Chelmsford, 
Merrimack College coach Evelyn Houli- 
han of Hooksett, N.H. brought her War- 
riors to the Dunn Gymnasium for a mini- 
clinic. 

“The Merrimack team really helped 
our kids out,’’ explained Sullivan. “‘It was 
a great idea because they worked on tech- 
nique, and convinced our girls that they 
do have volleyball talent.’’ 

A mere 24 hours later Andover knocked 
off MVC Large School co-leader Billerica 
for the first time in their history. 

The Golden Warriors won the first 
game, 15-7, dropped the second game, 10- 
15, and won the rubber game, 15-12. 

‘The girls are still flying high after this 
win,” noted Sullivan. ‘It may have been 
our best team effort of the season.” 

And it surely must rank as the most 
impressive victory in the history of the 
sport at AHS. 

“Julie Salazar played out of her mind 
spiking and blocking,’ said Sullivan. 
“Cate Doherty’s stats were almost as 
good, although she did it quietly. She had

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Warrior Gridders Edge Billerica

Junior halfback Dave Tucker scored a second quar- 
ter touchdown on a short run, Andy Weiner booted the 
all-important conversion kick, and the Andover High 
football team survived some scary moments in the 
final period en route to a 7-6 victory over Billerica 
AH Sunday at the Indians’ Marshall Middle School 
ield. 


The win was the first in three tries for coach Dick 
Collins’ Golden Warriors, who improved to 1-1-1 over- 
all as they prepare to face Methuen (3-1-0) this Satur- 
day at the Rangers’ Nicholson Stadium (1:30 p.m. 
kickoff). 

Andover, coming off a one-week: layoff that allowed 
several injured players to mend, did look a bit rusty 
as the mini-vacation was a mixed blessing. 

There was a bit of controversy at the end in this 
one, a contest which kept alive a tradition of close, 
low-scoring games between Andover and Billerica 
when the teams play at Billerica. 

The Indians were marching for the potential go- 
ahead touchdown with less than three minutes re- 
maining, and on a first-down play from the AHS 19 a 
pass into the endzone produced what Billerica 
coaches, players and fans felt was defensive interfer- 
ence on the Warriors’ deep back. 

No call was made by the official closest to the ac- 
tion, however, and that denied the Indians what 
would have been a first down inside the 10 yard line 
with 2:46 to play. 

Buoyed by the apparent non-call, the Andover de- 
fense stiffened and forced two more incompletions by 
BMHS quarterback Paul Laundry. 

On fourth down Laundry was sacked and fumbled 
the football away, securing the triumph for the Gold- 
en Warriors. 

“We were robbed,” was the predictable post-game 
reaction from Indians’ coach Mike Esposito, a for- 
mer NFL running back with the Atlanta Falcons. 
“It’s tough because I know people are going to say 
we’re crying ‘sour grapes,’ but that was a terrible 
call. 

‘He hit the kid,’”’ continued Esposito. ‘‘Pushed him 

away from the ball. I was right there. The official 
was right there. I was waiting for him to call it. I 
couldn’t believe he didn’t.’ 


Billerica opened the scoring midway through the 
first quarter, driving 57 yards in 10 plays on their 
initial possession. 

The payoff was an eight-yard pass from Laundry to 
all-purpose tailback-flankerback Derek Graham. 

e AHS defense stuffed the extra point attempt, 
however, and that turned out to be the difference in 
the game. 

Several members of the defensive line broke 
through and forced holder Jeff Gallison to scoop up 
the ball and scramble for two points. He never made 
it as he was swarmed under by five AHS players. 

The Warriors came back with their lone touchdown 
84 seconds from the close of the first half. 

Chris Adams set it up by sweeping left end and 
racing 35 yards to the Indians’ 14, and two plays later 
Dave Tucker plowed over from the five to make it 6-6. 

Andy Weiner, whose talented toe decided a pair of 
games last year, did it again as he split the uprights 
with the conversion kick. 

The Indians, who won the statistical battle every- 
where but on the scoreboard, controlled play through- 
out most of the scoreless second half. 

Turnovers killed them, however, as Laundry (12- 
for-29, 141 yards) threw three interceptions and fum- 
bled the ball away twice. 

Andover didn’t turn the ball over at all. 

Golden Warriors’ quarterback Steve Surette passed 
for 27 yards, AHS held a 118-83 advantage in yards 
rushing, and Billerica held the edge in overall yard- 
age (224-145) and first downs (13-6). 

Methuen 

Methuen is riding a three-game win streak entering 
Saturday’s contest, although the Rangers haven’t ex- 
actly faced the iron of the league. 

Tewksbury pinned an opening 18-8 defeat on the 
Rangers, but since then Methuen has beaten Billerica 
(14-6), Wilmington (14-0) and last week Lawrence 
High (26-6). 

Quarterback Rob Kelleher will be a major concern 
for the Andover defense, while the Warriors’ offense 
will have to compete against a solid Methuen defense 
that includes three of the top down linemen in the 
conference.

Central Catholic And Ithaca

They grow ‘em big in the Finneran family, and that’s just fine with the 
football coaches at Central Catholic and Ithaca College. 

Three young men from the Finneran household, 261 South Main Street in 
Andover, have attended Central and played for coach Mike Cassano’s Red 
Raiders. 

Both Tom Jr., who is more widely known as Chip, and Rob Finneran are 
now at Ithaca where coach Jim Butterfield is profiting from their talents. 

* Sean, who is actually third in a line of six boys, is a sophomore at Central 
Catholic. 

Chip, a two-way interior lineman while at CCHS, is a junior classman 
working in the trenches for the nationally-ranked Ithaca varsity. He stands 
approximately 6-1 and weighs in at about 240 pounds. 

Rob, an outside linebacker and tight end at Central, starts as a freshman 
at linebacker for the Ithaca junior varsity. He checks in at 6-2 and slightly 
more than 200 pounds. 

Sean is a two-way tackle at Central and a budding All-Scholastic. He is 
listed in the Raiders’ program as 6-1% and 245 pounds. 

Chip and Rob were good high school players, but have really blossomed in 
college, while Sean is already regarded as a hy ig 

“T told both Chip and Rob when they were here that their best days as 
football players were all ahead of them,” said Central coach Cassano. “I 
knew good things were going to happen for them. 

“Sean is gonna be a great one. He’s a definite Division 1 college prospect, 
and there’s no telling how advanced he’ll be two years from now.” 

Cassano knows the three brothers well. 

“T only coached Chip for one year,” he noted. “The funny thing with him 
was I don’t.think football was all that important to him his senior year in 
high school. 

“But right about that time Chip started to learn the benefits of the weight 
room. He really got into weight training his senior year. 

“He didn’t know whether or not he wanted to play college football, and 
eventually decided he needed one more year of exposure and maturity.” 

So Chip spent a year at MCI, Maine Central Institute, and it turned out to 
be a very wise choice. 

“He got a little bigger,” explained Cassano, ‘played against some college 
freshmen teams, and decided college football is what he wanted. 

“Chip is an aggressive kind of guy anyway, and Jim (coach Butterfield) 


; obviously is quite happy with the product he received. 


“‘He’s the strongest kid on the Ithaca team, the top gun in the line, and the 
main man to his teammates. I attend a lot of camps with coaches that play 
against Ithaca, and they all know who Chip Finneran is.” 

Chip, who cracked the varsity lineup late in his freshman season (1986), is 
playing for a team that has become a traditional NCAA Division 2-3 power- 
house. The Bombers were 7-3-0 last year, qualifying for the post-season play- 
offs, and at last check they were ranked No. 3 in the East by most polls. 

Ithaca opened the season with victories over Albany State (17-8) and St. 
Lawrence (28-14). 

Rob, who is close friends with coach Cassano’s son Mike, is ‘‘more laid 
back. He’s a quiet, shy kid who lets his work on the field do his talking. 


‘Next to Matt Tulley he was the best outside linebacker we’ve had in my 
years at Central. Rob does a great job of reading the offensive block and 
squeezing it. 

“His high school career ended on a down note last year,” said coach Cas- 
sano. “He had to watch the Thanksgiving Day game against Andover on 
crutches, because of a broken ankle. 

“But this past summer he got the chance to play in the (annual) Harry 
Agganis Game. He was originally an alternate, but we called him up be- 
cause he was better than any defensive end or outside backer at the camp. I 
knew he could do what we wanted.” 

All Finneran did was help the East All-Stars to a 13-7 victory with a key 
quarterback sack, one that helped set up the winning touchdown, and three 
unassisted tackles. 

“He played a great game,” noted Cassano, an assistant coach for the 
East. “And that was a much better way for Rob to end his high school 
career. 

“Since then he’s gotten bigger and stronger. I know they’ve contemplated 
moving him up to varsity at Ithaca, but this year he’s probably better off 
where he is now.” 

Offensively at Central, as a tight end, Rob was a good pass-catcher but a 
better blocker. Defensively his main asset was quickness, which enabled 
him to contain the opposing quarterback. 

“He came light years as a football player at Central,’’ lauded Cassano. 

Talk of Sean Finneran brings a quick smile to Cassano’s face. 

‘He has a great personality. He’s so outgoing — friendly to everyone. The 
nicest, easiest-going kid you’d ever want to meet.” 

But the coach then pauses and adds: “off the field, that is. 

“Once he clicks the helmet on he’s an absolute terror. Sean’s just down- 
right nasty. 

“Running backs don’t have many minus yards when they’re operating 
behind his block. At 245 pounds his 5.2 speed for the 40 is amazing. He’s very 
quick for a big guy. And he’s strong. Bench presses 300 pounds. 

‘“‘Sean’s real forte is defense. He amy neutralizes his opponent. He’s 
devastating against the run. He sheds the blocker, reads the play and reacts. 

“A great deal of his success is due to tremendous intensity,’ continued 
Cassano. ‘‘He practices the same way he plays, and you can tell from watch- 
ing him that Sean enjoys what he’s doing out there. He loves to play the 
game. The harder the work the more fun he seems to be having. 

“He’s learned a very valuable football lesson at an early age. Sean al- 
ready knows the importance of intensity. 

“T’'d like to see Sean get a little taller. Right now we project him as a 
noseguard at a big college. He’s an All-League caliber player right now. 

“Last year, as a freshman starting varsity, very few opposing players 

ushed him around. This year no one will be able to handle Sean 1-on-1. 

“It’s fun watching him play. I’m just glad he’s on our side.” 

And Cassano is probably just as glad three more Finnerans are on the way 
up. Ned, Neal and Brendon all play in the Andover Junior Football League. 

“One of the best things about Chip, Rob and Sean is they’re humble kids. 
They’re not hung up on themselves,”’ concluded Cassano.

ESTIMATING CLOSING COSTS 


When you buy a home, there are charges in addition to the 
down payment called “closing costs’. These include the “points” 
you pay on your mortgage loan, state or local transfer taxes, title 
and hazard insurance, the title search, legal fees, and other 
charges imposed by the lender.

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Party Reps Visit Andover High 


The nationwide push for voters to 
participate in the 1988 presidential 
election worked its way into And- 
over High School last Friday. 

Eligible students were given the 
opportunity to register to vote after 
a senior class assembly that ex- 
plained the voting process and the 
basic platforms of the Democratic 
and Republican parties.

A representative from each par- 
ty—John Bryden, past co-chairman 
of the Andover Republican Commit- 
tee, and Bob LaRochelle, president 
of the Andover Democratic Commit- 
tee—spoke on behalf of their respec- 
tive parties.
